WHEN WING BREAKS OFF— 
VICTIMS ARE N. E. STEVENS, 
CALGARY AERO CLUB 
ASSISTANT PILOT, AND H. A, 
McCALLUM, A MEMBER OF 
CLUB—LOOPING THE LOOP 
AT HEIGHT OF 5,000 FEET 
WHEN WING WEAKENS 
Calgary, May 20.—Crippled when 

a wing snapped and broke off, an 

airplane of the Calgary Aero Club 

crashed to the ground at the western 
outskirts of the city at 12:43 o’clock 

Sunday afternoon, causing instant 

death to N, E, Stevens, assistant in- 

structor at the club, and H. A, Me- 

Callum, a member of the club since 

its inception. 

The two airmen were enjoying the 
thrills of looping the loop at a 
height of 5,000 fect when a wing 
weakened, trembled and then broke 
away. The plane swerved, while 
thousands of eyes from all parts of 
the city watched its manoeuvres, 
and then went hurtling to the earth,
